Reports yee Oe of Maseru, the eapital of 
land-locked Les which ig surrounded on all 
sides by South Africa, indicate that Chief Jona- 
than is now preparing to negotiate with Prime 
Minister John Vorster to hand over the PAC 
leaders to South African poHce in exchange for 


desperately needed finanoclal help. 

Chief Jonathan’s apparent eagerness to he- 
tray his fellow-Africans obviously steme from 
the Britisit Government's recent decision inat it 
would net recognise his coup and was not pre- 
pared to continue giving ald to Lesotho. 

Reliabie sources in Southern Africa claim that 
Chief Jonathan will demand at least 30 million 
shillings In cash as his price for sending the 
15 men to their almost certain death. it is be- 
lieved the secret talks began some weeks ago, 
but were poetponed untij after the results of the 
South African general elections were known. 

At the Ministerial Conferenee of the OAU held 
at Addis Ababa in February, the Lesotho dele- 
gation oromised that the 15 leaders would he 
released and would not he handed over to Squth | 
Africa, But a secret message smuggled out ef 
Maseru Prison a few days sald there was no — 
sign the men would be freed and appealed to .

When South Africa's two million odd white settlers went 
to the polls in april, they went there to exercise their 
exclusive right to choose which oppressor they think 
carries out the job of subjugeting the 16 million Black 
people best, and not to eese the yoke of epartheid, as 
the bourgeouis western press tried so hard to suggest. 
Predictably Vorster and his cronies were returned to 
power. 


Why Vorster: Over the past 22 years the Netional Party 

has done the job better than any of the white bigots who 
have ruled South Africa since 1910 when British imperialism 
hended over the instruments of sovernment to the white 
settler minority, over end above the protestations and, 
indeed, the universal richts of the sfrican majority. the 
Nats have perfected the system of "keepine the kaffir" in 
his place: they have enacted effecient legislation for 
deprivine the african of all his political riehts; his 
ricshts for collective bargaining; his freedom of movement;

Vorster and De ‘vet still kept mum, probably "fearing charges" 
under the BOSS Act.

From the moment they took the decision to fight gun fire 
lit up the little village of Maruthoane, only tan miles 
from here. The Johannesbure Post described the encounter 
between the puppet para-military police and the guerilla 
fichters as a "violent sun battle’. Fishting went on for 
several hours: and a number of policemen were carried away 
on stretchers, according to eye witnesses. But, true to 
type, the puppet regime has concealed its casualties from 
that incident.
